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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 2, 3, 6-9, 12, 13, 16 and 1 7 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 9. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 5, 10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Donovan et al. 

The type of article conveyed has not been shown to be critical to the operation of 
the system claimed. Note supplying unit 12, 30; orienting unit 31-33 and separating unit 
53, 56, 57 and 59. With regard to claim 5, note accumulating unit 33. With regard to 
claim 10, note stopper 62. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Piatt et al, Moore, Gess, Willis et al, Hashimoto et al, Saito, Beck and Stouffer 
are pertinent. 

5. The file jacket indicates that a declaration and IDS statement were filed on March
